The meeting on February 24, 1950 was conducted under the chairmanship of 
FRANK LACKOVIC, who was described as one of the f ounder s q£ " Narodn i 
Glasnik " who reportedly left the present publishers of this newspaper 
because he disagreed with their slanderous writings. 

It is to be noted t ha^p^R arodni Glasnik", according t»' Chicago T-l, 
who furnished' the information on December 12 , 1950, is a ^Croation weekly 
newspaper published in Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, which continues to

According to the article in "Novi List" dated March 15, 1950 FRANK 
jtACKOVIC opened the meeting and spoke, stating that the meeting was

. they^rograssive Press' which have joined reactionary newspapers, 
i UDanica" A'Srbobran", "American Hrvatski Glasnik" , which the speaker 
indicated are trying to break up the unity of the Progressive 
J^meric^ns pt Yugoslavian descent.

MIRKO KUHEL 

Chicago T-l advised on September 17, 1949 that the Slovene population 
in the United. States is predominately Socialist and pro-Tito and is 
headed in the Chicago area by the prominent Slovene MIRKO KUHEL. 

The informant advised that KUHEL is a Communist sympathizer and was 
formerly secretary of the Sloveian American National Council and that 
he dominates activities in the Slovene colonies in Chicago and is 
active as well throughout the United States. 
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The Slovenian American National Council is an organization designated 
Comrauqist by tjie A^tprney General under Executive Order 9835* 

MILAN- MARICH 


Chicago Tt^, of kp<?wn reliability, advised on January 24, 1949 that 
MARICH was formerly very active with the organization "American 
Association for the Reconstruction in Yugoslavia, Inc." which is 
new defunct, described by the informant as a completely Communist 
designated organization. According to the informant, MARICH is 
friendly with many of the leading Yugoslav Communists on the South 
Side of Chicago. 

The American Association for the Reconstruction in Yugoslavia, Inc. 
is an organization declared Communist by the Attorney General under 
Executive Order- 9835* 

Chicago T-3 advised that he is personally acquainted with MILAN MARICH 
who is an officer of the "Friends of New Jugoslavia" and stated that 
- based on his, MARICH 's, former close association with known Communists, 
and his former eontinuous support of Communist objecthres, he has the 
reputation of having been a Communist. The informant advised, however, 
that MARICH has now broken with the Stalin faction and is presently 
active on behalf of the pro-Tito faction. 

IVAN (JOHN) MICULINIC 

Chicago T-3 advised that he is personally acquainted with IVAN MICULINIC 
who is an officer of the "Friends of New Yugoslavia". The informant 
stated that IVAN MICULINIC resides on 17th Street in Chicago.

Anniversary Celebration of Federated National Republic of Jugoslavia 
December 10, 1950 > Chicago, Illinois 

Chicago T-3 on December- 20, 1950 advised that subject organization 
sponsored a meeting celebrating the 7th Anniversary Celebration of the 
Federated National Republic of Jugoslavia which was held at the 
American Hall, 1438 West 18th Street, Chicago, Illinois, on Sunday, 
December 10,. 1950. The informant pointed out' that in previous years 
an organization existed known as the Central Committee of South Slavi)^C. 
Americans, which organization was composed of representatives of 
various local Yugoslavia groups. It was the" purpose of this organi- 
zation or committee, as it was usually referred to, to sponsor an 
annual Yugoslav celebration. This committee was composed of 
individuals, some of whom supported the pro-Tito faction among the 
Yugoslav groups, and others gave their support toward the pro-Stalin 
faction. This central committee has now been dissolved and the functions 
of this group have now been taken over by subject organization. 

The aforementioned meeting was the first to be sponsored in this 
respect by subject organization. 

The informant pointed but that a committee had been formed within 
subject organization for the purpose of arranging this annual 
Yugoslav celebration which is now directed toward the support of the 
pro-Tito regime and in opposition to the existing pro-Stalin faction 
among the Yugoslavians. The informant advised that apparently the 
pro-Tito faction has dominated the control of this annual celebration 
and to the knowledge of the informant, no similar organization exists 
among the pro-Stalin faction as yet.

The informant advised that the meeting, which was held on December 10, 
1950^ was in his opinion quite unsuccessful inasmuch as <qnly approxi- 
mately 200 persons attended. Considerable publicity had beengiven 
*° ^’ ne meet ing and both the' Yugoslav Ambassador to the United States, 
an< ^ the I^goslav Consul Genera l. of Chicag o. V. M. 
>ffUKMIROYIC . spol^e at tpe meeting* The meeting was described' as ■ ~ 
^utjirely pro-Tito in i^s makeup. 

Chicago T-8> of. known reliability, furnished a program which was 
distributed at the aforementioned meeting held on December : 10, 1950, 
which program set forth that the 'meeting was sponsored by the 
Yugoslav American National Committee of Chicago, Illinois.

Chicago T-l advised on December "12, 1950 that .GEORGE GUGIC has long 
been active in Croatian Communist circles on. the far South Side of- 
Chicago and recently was expelled from the Communist Party, at which 
time he became active with the pro-Tito faction. He made a trip to 
Yugoslavia approximately a year ago and upon hi's return, became active /, ’ 
in connection with pro— Tito activities* According to the informant, f 

based on articles that have appeared in the "Novi -List", GUGIC heads 
up a South Side Seption of subject organization. ' 

Chicago T-l advised on December 12, 1950 that MILAN MAMC^s^arf 
active Slovene leader and associate of.' MIRKO KUHEL. MARICH accompanied 
KUHEL on their trip to. Yugoslavia approximately -a' year ago,. He has 
been active with the organization Slovenian American National Council, 
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Activity in Support of' "Novi List** . 

Tha "Novi list" issue of April 5, 1950., Page. 2, Columns 1, 2, 3 and 
4, under the heading "Chicago Campaign for ‘Unity. and Truth', in Full 
Swing", there was set forth results of a campaign for the obtaining 
of subscribers to shares of stock, as well as subscriptions for the 
newf newspaper; "Novi List," 

The article reported that members of the Executive Board of the club, 
"Friends of New Yugoslavia" in Chicago, held their meeting on March 25, 
1950, at which time .they discussed the campaign of "Unity and Truth" 
which is the first campaign drive on behalf of ‘.‘Novi list"* It was 
reported that all, members, welcomed this drive which, would enable 
"Novi list" to. appear twice weekly. It was. stated that through sale 
of a large number of shares of stock, the newspaper would have the 
support of a large number of share holders, and in that way it would 
become one of the most widely read Yugoslav papers. It was also in- 
dicated that by securing more subscriptions,' more people would learn 
the truth about Yugoslavia, It was likewise stated that because 
"Novi List" is "our organ, the Executive Board of our club' has drawn 
up a plan which, with the help of members j it hopes to carry through 
during a two-month drive so that our city shall contribute its share 
in strengthening and increasing the circulation of our newspaper." 

According to a plan which the article indicated had been adopted, the 
club shall fulfill the following quotas in this drive: 

1, Sell at least 60 shares of stock 

2, Obtain at least 150 new subscriptions ' 

3* Collect 0500 in contributions for "Novi List" fund 

The article noted that in connection with the subscriptions, from the 
above quotas, the club "Friends of New Yugoslavia" -in South Chicago, 
has been allotted 50 subscriptions and that our club has 50 subscriptions 
while the balanoe of 50 would be a joint quota of both clubs to be . " 
secured in cities adjoining' the Chicago area;

The article reflected that at the Board Meeting every member of the 
Executive Board had pledged a definite number of subscriptions, shares 
and contributions for the fund, and that in this way they have already 
assured the success of the campaign drive. In addition, it was in- 
dicated that every member of the Board has pledged to buy at least one 
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share of stock for himself as an example to the other members of the 
club and friend^, The first results of this work was reported, 
reflecting that the club had purchased 11 shares of stock worth 
$275* The Executive Board proposed a contest between "Friends of 
New Yugoslavia" Clubs in Detroit and New York. The Executive Board 
approved a decision opening a contest with these "Friends of New 
Yugoslavia" Clubs in Detroit and Chicago to see which one would 
Will its quota fir si, and the Board also approved a plan to show 
at least two motion pictures from Yugoslavia during this canpaign, 

Chicago T-6 advised that he had attended a meeting of the club "Friends 
of New Yugoslavia" held on Saturday, May 13, 1950, at the Marion 
Guch Hall in South Chicago, Illinois, and that approximately 60 persons - 
were present. According to the informant, MILAN BIGA and GE@GE GUGIC 
were the active leaders at this meeting and the purpose of the meeting 
was to raise funds for the newspaper "Novi list." 

The "Novi list" issue of May 25, 1950, Page 2, Columns 1 and 2, con- 
tains a report by MILAN BIGA concerning the campaign on behalf of 
iiN 0 vi List". In this article, BIGA credits the success of the drive 
collectively to the club, "Friends of New Yugoslavia" to certain 
individuals as well as to some of the friends of "Novi List" in and 
near Chicago, BIGA, in his article, went into great detail, attempting 
to explain what he believed was the reason why the campaign was as 
successful as he claimed it to be, and he urged the readers to 
greater efforts on behalf of "Novi List", In his article he stated 
in part, "we have objective conditions for spreading *Novi List*. 

They exist; Our newspaper is also helped by the fact that 'Slobodna 
Rec* and 'Narodni Glasnik', in attacking Yugoslavia and her government, 
are being deserted -by honest readers, Showing of films from Yugoslavia 
has also helped and many persons who follow the films expressed themselves- 
favorably by saying they would have paid $5 admission, let alone 50 cents 
to see them. 

Showing of Yugoslav Films 

jhths"Novi List" issue of May 25, 1950, Page 2, Column 7, under the 
heading, "Successful Picture Showing",, Chicago, Illinois, it was re- 
ported that the club "Friends of New Yugoslavia" in Chicago held a 
showing of Yugoslav motion pictures on April 15, 1950, which was re- 
ceived enthusiastically. The article reported that by 8:00 p.m, the 
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hall Yfas completely filled, proving that "our people" love their 
old country and that despite Cominform slanders against Yugoslavia, 
these people are still very much interested, in what goes » on in 
their old country. According to the article, before the motion 
pictures were shown, MILAN BIGA, described as agent for "Novi list" 
in Chicago, reportedly spoke about the importance of this newspaper 
for the people in Chicago. According to the article, BIGA mentioned 
that "Novi list", plays' an important role in the life of .our people 
in this country because it writes the truth about Yugoslavia end works 
for the unity of Yugoslavs’ in America. 

According to the article, brother MARETIC introduced GERTRUDE RAJACIC 
who, 1 according to the item, was born here in America but became deeply 
interested in the club "PViends of New Yugoslavia" and has become one 
of its most ardent .members, always working hard for the club and for 
"Novi List". The article stated that she alone has subscribed for 
12 shares of "Novi List" stock and collected many subscriptions and 
has promised to continue her fine work for this cause. 

The "Novi List" issue of May 25, 1950, Page 8, Columns 1 and 2, under 
the heading "Showing of Yugoslav Motion Picture in Chicago" it was re- 
ported that on Saturday, May 27, 1950 the club "Friends of New 
Yugoslavia" in Chicago would show the newest Yugoslav fil a ^Tastava" 
(TJje^PIhg).' The article reflected that the film showing would be held 
in Croatian National Sokol Hall, 1903 South Racine Avenue, and that 
this motion picture tells about the heroic struggle waged by "our 
people in the old country for their freedom and independence," 
Admission for this showing was reflected as 50 cents ♦ 

The "Novi List" issue of September 21, 1950, Page 2, Columns 6 and 7, 
under the heading "Showing of Yugoslav Motion Pictures in Chicago" 
it was reported that the club "Friends of New Yugoslavia" in Chicago

The support of "Novi List" and of the objectives of the Yugoslav 
government as observed by Chicago T-l in the course of reviewing issues

POPOVICH of 4101 West 
Hampton Street, Milwaukee. Informant stated that he was unable to identify 
any other individual as taking an official pert iii the- proceedings, and.

He recently was expelled from the Communist Party because of pro-TITO 
sentiments.

On June 20, 195.0, MAXflGELDM AN, Organizer of the Philadel phia Branch * 
of the^Sbcialiat-Vfoi^er s-Party j .announced that he had receivea xnr orifetion" from 
,New York that a Youth Labor Delegation to Yugoslavia- would leave New. York 
between July 20, 1950 and July 25, 1950 and vrould return approximately 
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September 13, 19$0. GELDMAN stated he had been asked to select a few young * 
Socialist Workers Party members, preferably unionists, * including a Negro if 
possible. These people were to be between the ages of 18 and 30. The delegation 
was to be . as broad as possible • GELDMAN was to try to contact some Yugoslav* 
organizations as soon as possible. The number of people who could go to Yugo- 
slavia as a part of this delegation was not limited. The travel expenses were 
to be paid by a committee of an organization in New York called the FRIENDS OF 
NEW YUGOSLAVIA. Y/hile the delegation was in Yugoslavia, their expenses were to 
be paid by the Yugoslav Youth Organization. However, those who planned to go* 
were to be asked to give as much as they could, up to $356.00, to assist the 
Committee of the FRIENDS OF NEW YUGOSLAVrA in paying their expenses. About 15 
or 20 people from New York were expected to go on this trip. GELDMAN further 
asked to find someone who could be secretary of the Committee for the FRIENDS OF 
NEW YUGOSLAVIA in Philadelphia. (T-l, June 20, 1950) 

On the following day, G OLpMEID MAt?.^^)bEH)MAN» s wife and an acMya 
JSempex. of the Socj^alig.tJ' fo r . ke .rs-.p^xrty explained tnab the FRIENDS OF NEW YUGO- 
SLAVIA wanted to send people tq Yugoslavia that summer to study conditions 
in the country and that the purpose of the trip was to counteract some of the 
Stalinist slanders that had been circulated about the TITO regime in Yugoslavia. 

In this connection GOLDY GELDMAN stated she had contacted the International 
Institute in Philadelphia and inquired of them about Yugoslav organizations in 
tne Philadelphia area. (T-2, June 21, 1950) 

At a meeting of the Philadelphia Branch of the Socialist' Workers Party 
on June 21, 1950, it 7/as announced that the SIVP was sending delegations to 
Yugoslavia sometime around the latter part of July to stay until about the end ■ 
of. .September 1950. Each of the persons chosen to visit Yugoslavia was expected 
to.;, use his own spare funds wnich tye might have available to finance the trip if 
possible, but it was stated that the difference between this amount and the 
amount necessary for the trip would be made up by the Socialist Workers. Party. 

It v/as stated that the expenses of -the .group would be paid for in a similar manner 
by the Yugoslav Government v/hile in Yugoslavia. The age requirement in the 
delegation was 18 to 30 years of age". However, it v/as stated that they would 
not be too particular about the upper age limit, only reliable and able members 
of the Socialist Workers Party were to be considered for the delegation, and the 
persons in the delegation would be expected to bring back a report on conditions ' 
m Yugoslavia. It was pointed out that Marshal TITO of Yugoslavia had invited 
people from all over the world tq- come and visit Yugoslavia and see for themselves 
what the conditions are there., with the proviso that they would promise to report 
these conditions in their home cquntries when they returned. It v/as announced 
phat the New York Branch of the SWP v/as sending 20 persons to Yugoslavia in this 
delegation. The Philadelphia Branch stated their v/illingness to accept applications 
'5°? ™? ra ' :> ® rs ^ 1 P in delegation, but that the Executive Committee of the Phila- j 

aelphia Branch of.. the SWP would pass on all applications so submitted. No / 

applications were submitted at that 'Branch meeting. (T-3, June 22, 1950) / 
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On June 22, 1950, GOLDY GEIDMAN requested WILLIAM GARDNER SMITH, the 
author of "The Last of the Conquerors," to consider going to Yugoslavia with 
the delegation. She stated that it was a tremendous opportunity to see a 
revolution in the making. GOLDY GEIDMAN described the FRIENDS OF NEW YUGOSLAVIA 
as a new organization ill New York -with which the Socialist Workers Party was 
cooperating, and stated that they wanted to get delegations from all over the 
United, States to go to Yugoslavia and then come back and report what they saw. 

They wanted to have a Negro delegation, a trade union delegation, and others, 
particularly those who would be able to ,tell what they had seen when they 
returned and who would let people -know that there is a revolution in the making 
in Yugoslavia. She pointed out that they were willing to finance the trip 
but unable to do so because of the lack of financed. SMITH was interested but 
reserved his decision until a later date. The informant believed that SMITH 
was not a member of the SWP. (T-l, June 22, 1950) 

* t By letter dated June 23, 1956, MIKfeffiARTE L; New York Or gani zer, of the 
S ocialist Workers_Part v. informed, the comraHesfebout a Youth Labor Delegation 
sponsorecTEy the FRIENDS OF NEW YUGOSLAVIA. In addition to other information 
previously set forth, BARTEL stated that the persons ’in this delegation would 
participate in construction work there on a voluntary basis and would tour 
the country. The ’schedule provided for a one-month stay in Yugoslavia;, including 
a two-week work period and a ten-day tour. During the work period, the delegation 
would work six hours per day on construction projects in the building of New ' 
Belgrade and the new student town attached to Zagreb University, in their free 
time, the American youth would participate in various sports and recreational 
activities, attend movies, lectures, and theater performances, and participate 
in excursions to places of interest in nearby cities. The delegation would visit 
construction sites of various Five Year Plan projects as well as summer resorts 
and other places of interest. There were to be no restrictions with regard to 
sex, race, political belief, or affiliation, but Fascists, incorrigible enemies 
of the Yugoslav revolution, crackpots, and irresponsible persons would be 
excluded. The committees assembling the delegations planned to approach, wherever, 
possible, trade unions, organizations of oppressed minorities, student organization^ 
etc., with the aim of having the delegation represent, as far as possible^ the ; 
trade union and left wing youth of America, owing to space limitations, no 
applicant was to be assured of being accepted in 1950. However, a much larger 
delegation was planned for 1951 • The committees were to give priority to the 
candidates whom they considered most suitable. Immediately upon the return of the 
delegation to the United States, a permanent committee was to be established, with 
■the members of the first delegation making up the nucleus and organizers of the 
movement in various cities throughout the country. The national headquarters of 
the Youth Labor Delegation would be located at 2U7 Lexington Avenue, New York City. 
Tentatively, the National Executive Secretary of this Youth 1 Labor Delegation was 
JANE SIMON (a member of the Socialist Workers Party). 
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BARTEL stated that secretaries _ of the local committees in various 
cities were being selected to enlist delegations. He stated wherever possible 
these secretaries were to cooperate with local Yugoslav-American organizations 
and other interested people in the formation of a local committee. V4here possible, 
official nailing addresses would be established in the Yugoslav halls. The local : 
committees would have the authority to solicit applications and to pass on them. 

In this connection, all applicants were to be interviewed in person by the : 

committees or by someone designated by them. Those applicants who were approved 
were to apply immediately for passports. Among the requirements was a letter from' 
the organization or concern connected with the. trip. A formal letter from the 
FRIENDS OF NEW YUGOSLAVIA was being prepared to be forwarded to the local committee: 
for this purpose. BARTEL attached an application form to his letter. This fora / 
indicated that a return should be made by July 8, 1950. It required information , 
concerning the applicant's present occupation, trade union affiliation, positions

It was pointed,. - 
out that Yugoslavia- was getting the ''jitters" over the possibility of attack by 
Russia. Because of -this, the attitude of the members of the -Socialist Workers 
Party at this meeting was very pessimistic. Accordingly, the informant did not 
believe that the delegates would go to Yugoslavia that summer as planned. 

The following week, MAX GELDMAN announced' that the planned trip of ; 

delegates to Yugoslavia had been indefinitely cancelled for that summer because 
the Coast Guard had condemned the Yugoslavian ships which were to carry these 
delegates. From the attitude of GEIDMAN and other SWP .members, the informant 
believed that an additional reason was that Yugoslavia feared an invasion by 
Russia.

The International Workers Order has been designated by the Attorney 
General as within the purview of Executive Order 9835. 

By letter dated August 28, 1950, MIKE BARTEL furnished the following 
information to a Branch of the Socialist Workers Party. Ibis letter stated 
in part: 

"...the cancellation of plans for our special project this summer... 
should not affect branch work in relation to building support in the United States 
for the Yugoslav revolution, and recruiting American Yugoslavs who have broken 
with Stalinism. . . 


"The FRIENDS OF NEW YUGOSLAVIA is an American Yugoslav organization 
of amorphous character and heterogeneous political compoetion, including 
Titoists, petty bourgeois and revolutionary elements and a large proportion 
of confused persons who are patriots of both the United States and Yugoslavia. 

They speak predominantly Croatian. 

"As is to be expected with such a composition, the 'Friends 1 is lacking 
in leadership and organization, and unclear in purpose, except in its support of 
New Yugoslavia. Branches are isolated and built largely around subscribers, to the 
leading Titoist weekly ney/spapc-r, 'Novi List,' published in New York 'City. 
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"Branch leadership from city to city, and membership includes pro-Tito 
ex-St alinists, some of whom are still violently anti-Trotskyist, and some of 
whom welcome Trotskyist support against the ' Comminformists, 1 as they call the 
Stalinists. 


"Our work in relation to the FRIENDS OF NEW JUGOSLAVIA is two-fold in 
purpose. First, we should help build the movement, support the anti -Stalinist 
tendencies, get subscriptions to 'Novi List,' help organize branches where they 
do not exist, and help win supporters for the Titoist workers ' state... 

"...vre must also have comrades who approach the FRIENDS OF NEW 
YUGOSLAVIA as Trotskyists..., aggressively sell the 'Militant' to Yugoslavs, etc. 
...party, intervention in affairs of the Yugoslav community should be carefully 
geared to the receptivity and political development of the individuals we contact. . . 

"...several concrete methods and techniques... are recommended... 

"1. Maintain an extensive list of names and addresses of Yugoslav 
workers in your area for circularizing with special material. . .From this list 
you will also- be able to select key people for concentrated cultivation. 

"Names may be secured from the new subscribers. . .who are listed in 
'Novi List.'.,. (Someone in the branch should subscribe to 'Novi List,' located 
at 21*7 Lexington Ave., N.Y.G.) 

"Names may also "be selected from the Progressive Party registered 
voters lists, particularly names ending in 'ich. ' 

"If someone is available to secure subscriptions as an agent for 
'Novi List, '... send his or her name, address, .. .to me and we shall attempt to 
secure credentials. 

"2. Sell the 'Militant' and 'Fourth International' outside of all kinds 
of Yugoslav meetings - civic, fraternal, etc. 

"3. Hold party public meetings on Yugoslavia, advertised in 'Novi list,' 
when possible. Circularize your Yugoslav list. 

"It.. Utilize films which can be rented from the Yugoslav Information 
Center, 36 Central park South, New York City. . . 

"£* I* 1 New York, San Pedro, Los Angeles, Detroit, and Milwaukee there 

are clubs of the FRIENDS .OF NEW YUGOSLAVIA, and organization is underway elsewhere.
